1. Claims 1, 26-27, 32-35, 40-41, 45-46, 59, 67, 80, 91-92, 94-98, 101, 103-108, 110-113, 
115, 131, 156, 158, and 160 are currently pending in the instant application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
compounds and compositions are novel and non-obvious over the prior art. The closest prior art 
is Behan et al. (U.S. Patent no. 6,140,509). This reference does not encompass the scope of the 
instant application which includes the novelty of R 4 being mcthoxy. This reference lacks 
identical or obvious limitations. A person of ordinary skill in the art would not have expected 
that making these structural modifications on the ring system would retain identical activity as 
disclosed in the prior art.
